“°"FARMERS AND THE TARIFF 


THE broad statement made by the 
democrats that the tariff is of no 
benefit to the farmer is an assertion 
that is very likey 
by anany of the wheat producers of the 
middle west who will be predisposed 
to accept any such theory because of 
the low price of wheat which they have 
suffered in recent months. Calm = con- 
sideration of all the facts however will 
show that the statement is erroncous.

more of our citizens than the grain pro- 
ducers alone. In fact, 
about 6 percent of our total agricultural 
production. 

In the columns of agricultural 
papers there have been recently printed 
comparative pric es concet ning the price 
of wool. In these statements, it has 
been shown that the price of wool be- 
fan with the enactment of the emer- 
geney tariff law and that the = price 
Pas been on a_ profitable basis ever 
since, although wool producers were in 
distress before that tariff was imposed. 
It is admitted by agricultural papers 
not having any political affiliation that 
the wool tariff was the chief emergen- 
cy and aid in restoring a_ profitable 
price for wool. 

At the first suggestion that there 
should be a reduction of the tariff on 
vegetable oils as proposed to certain 
manufacturers’ who use vegetable oils 

as one of their raw materials, there was 
a vigorous protest among the farmers 
of that section of the country which 
produces cotton seed or soy bean oil.

They full tecognize the fact that the 
tariff on vegetable oil is their only 


euaranty against destructive competi- 
tion from the cheap vegetable oils of 
the orient. Wien it was proposed that 
there be an investigation of the tariff 
on lemons with a view to reducing the 
present duty on imports, there was 
an equally vigorous protest trom the 
lemon growers of California, who have 
on previous occasions experienced the 
destructive effect of cheap importations 
from [urope. 

But, if this question were consid- 
ered only from the standopint of the 


interest of the wheat grower, a> sim- 
ilar situation would be found. It 1s 


true, that in the present season when 
there is an enormous domestic surplus 
and a poor market abroad, the tariff is 
of least benefit to the wheat grower. 
Dut even under these unusual and ab- 
normal conditions the tariff has saved 


the American wheat grower from even 
lower prices than he hal adready suf 
fered. The facts are clearly and con- 
cisely stated in a recent article in 


“The Nation's Businegs” by Julius H. 
3arnes, president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce and former 
U. S. Wheat director. Mr. Barnes sy's: 
" “Tt plainly does not square with 
the present fact to state that the. pro- 
tective duty on wheat is of no benefit 
to the American farmer, because in the 
American northwest, where crop res 
turns have been most unfavorably af- 
fected this vear, ahd, therefore, the 
need of an adequate price is most in- 
sistent, the effect of this protection 
against similar qualities of wheat pro- 
duced jjust across the intangible line 
of the Canadian border is cic :rly mark- 
ed. For instance, the new crop. of the 
northern spring wheat of strong mill- 
ing qualities has advanced in price rec- 
ently in the Minneapolis market until 
‘it could be sold for fall delivery at $1.15 
per bushel.

It is,*they say, the means 
by which nature improves the race. 

That is not true. Many natural 
laws break when they clash ee sen- 
tiency. If it were not that man is able 
to overcome nature, to balk uer efforts 
man would not be a man, but a mere 
beast. 

The weapon that man turns on 
his own kind might better be turned 
on the problems nature offers. If man 
must fight, let him contend with dis- 


ease, with poverty, and with ignor- 
ance. [et him turn his engineering 


skill to the proble mof safeguarding 
conununities against such destructive 
forces of nature as the earthquake and 
the tidal wave. . 
Universal peace is not a dream. If 
mankind can fight only to conquer evil, 
he will have enough fight on his hands 
to keep him fit and permit him to stir- 
vive.
